In the Office Action, tine Examiner noted that claims 1-6 and 10-12 are 
pending in the application and that claims 1-6 and 10 stand rejected. The 
Examiner further noted that claims 1 1 and 12 are allowed. By this response, 
claims 1-6 and 10 have been cancelled to place the application in condition for 
allowance. 

In view of the amendments presented above the Applicants respectfully 
submit that all of the claims now remaining in the Application are now in 
allowable fomi. 

Rejections 

A. 35 U.S.C. § 103 

The Examiner rejected the Applicants' claims 1-6 and 10 under 
35 U.S,C. § 103(a), as being unpatentable over Tsuicagoshi et al. (U.S. Patent 
No, 6.424.792, hereinafter "TsukagoshI ") in view of Yonezawa (JP Pat. 
No. 10-108129). 

The Applicants have herein cancelled claims 1-6 and 10 to further the 
prosecution of this patent application to allowance with the allowable claims 11 
and 12. However, the Applicants reserve the right to establish the patentability 
of claims 1-6 and 10 in subsequent prosecution In another continuing 
application, which the Applicant Intends to file shortly. 
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Conclusion 

The Applicants thank the Examiner for the indication of allowable subject 
matter. Thus, the Applicants submit that none of the claims, presently in the 
application, are rendered obvious under the provisions of 35 U.S.C. § 103. 
consequently, the Applicants believe that all these claims are presently in 
condition for allowance, as conceded by the Examiner. Accordingly, both 
reconsideration of this application and its swift passage to issue are earnestly 
solicited.
